Minister Graham Proposes to 
Establish Board With Par- 
. tial Control 

OPPOSITION OBJECTIONS 



', Emmerson Says the Road 
Should Be Made Trans- 
continental 



Ottawa, March 1C. — The principal 
feature of today's discussion of the 
House of Commons was the annual 
statement of the minister 'of railways 
in reference to the Intercolonial, tip 
to the end of the speech, over two 
•hours, Mr. Graham's efforts did not 
differ materially from those of his 
many predecessor's, being an attempt 
U> show why the government road did 
not pay. At the end, however, ho 
made some interesting announcements. 
What, he asked, was to bo done with 
the road? It was getting into a rut. 
The crown was not prepared to say 
that It was a failure as a railway 
manager, and the people objected to 
the road being disposed of. It had 
therefore been decided to establish a 
board of management, not responsible 
to parliament, but to the minister. On 
this board it was proposed to place 
two high olllcials *)f the roa"d, Mr. But- 
ler, the deputy minister of railways 
and canals, and one ofllcial from one 
of the other great railways, not neces- 
sarily a very high salaried man, but a 
man of a good practical railway sense. 
This board would keep the* minister 
Informed as to what was going on, and 
thereby the minister and the depart- 
ment would be relieved of a host of 
minor and petty details, which should 
have to go past the general officers at 
Moncton. The board would have 
power to settle these minor questions 
without referring them to the depart- 
ment. 

The proposal was well received on 
the government side of the house. Mr. 
Graham also dealt with the proposi- 
tion to lease the Intercolonial and the 
absorption of the branch ■ lines. Ho 
thought that the Intercolonial must in 
the future be bonded up with some 
other line for western connection, or 
forever remain a local road. It could 
not expect anything from the C, P. R. 
or the Grand Trunk, which wero com- 
petitive. The time was not far dis- 
tant when the line would have to bo 
extended or leased to some railway 
company that would adopt business 
methods. 

As to the management of the Inter- 
colonial, Mr. Graham contended that 
It was as good as other roads, and ho 
quoted figures to show that it was 
not overmanned. Last year the Cana- 
dian railways had dismissed seventeen 
thousand employees, but the Intercol- 
onial had not done that. With a wave 
of his hand, he dismissed the sugges- 
tion that it would not have been good 
policy to have dismissed men, with the 
general election right at hand. 

Another Interesting statement was 
In regard to the purchase of supplies 
for the road by public tenders. Public 
tenders were all right In theory, but 
they did not work quite so well in 
practice. The Intercolonial placed Its 
business with the people who gave It 
business. If It ndoptod the public ten- 
der policy it merely meant that It 
would not receive the business it gets 
from its friends. 

Hon. John Haggnrt, following Mr. 
Graham, said there was no good reason 
for continuing the open capital ac- 
count 'on the Intercolonial. The cur- 
rent year would bring the capital ex- 
penditure on the road up to one hun- 
dred millions, and while the people of 
Ontario had no objection to the Inter- 
colonial they insisted that it should bo 
properly managed. Mr. Graham had 
said the road did not pay because the 
freight rates were too low. Was that 
good management? The people would 
not have any confidence In the pro- 
posed board of management. He had 
no faith In commissions. 

Mr. Borden said ho understood the 
rates on the Intercolonial were just 
as high as they were on other Cana- 
dian railways. He would like to know 
where the rates were lower. Tho 
chief trouble with the Intercolonial 
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was that It had in the past been too 
closely' tied up to political pull and 
patronage. A good man placed in 
charge ' without any ' political bonds 
would make the Intercolonial pny. 

Hon.' Mr. Emmerson" 'feared the 
board Of management idea Would prove 
a failure. He thought the road should 
be made a transcontinental ' line, a re- 
mark which drew loud applause from 
the opposition. 

After passing one item In supply the 
house adjourned. 

In the senate today there was a dis- 
cussing on Mr. McMullan's bill to 
amend the Conciliation act. It had for 
its purpose the keeping out of Ameri- 
can labor agitators who might come 
to Canada and incite strikes. Ho said 
these American agitutors had made 
use of their power to embarrass Can- 
adian Industries. Canadian unions 
could bo trusted to look after them- 
selves. The bill was severely criti- 
cised by several senators. Senator 
Dandurand pointed out that a labor 
leader could do his work as effectively 
when it came to calling a strike by 
letter or telegram as ho could by word 
of mouth. In the end the bill was 
killed on a vote of 21 to 13. 

The bills respecting the Grand Trunk 
Pacific union station at Portage la 
Prairie, the Salisbury and Alberta 
railway, the British Columbia and 
Manitoba railway company, the Koote- 
nny and Alberta railway company, and 
the Bank of Ottawa wero read a third 
time and passed. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been con- 
fined to his houso for the last few 
days with a bad cold. As a result the 
conference with Messrs. Rogers and 
Campbell of the Manitoba government 
was postponed today, but may be held 
tomorrow if Sir "Wilfrid's health per- 
mits.

PETROSINO CAUGHT 
WITHOUT REVOLVER 



The Italian Detective Had No 
Chance to Defend Himself 
• When Attacked 



Home, March 1G. — Ofllcial reports re- 
ceived here concerning the assassina- 
tion of Jos. Petrosino at Palermo, on 
Friday indicated that the New York 
detective had no opportunity to defend 
himself when attacked, us he was un- 
armed. The revolver-round 'by his side, 
one chamber empty, proved not to 
have been his. The police have dis- 
covered his revolver unloaded at the 
hotel where he was staying. Petroselno, 
on Friday morning went to Callains- 
setta, about forty miles from Palermo, 
where he had some business in con- 
nection with the compiling of the crim- 
inal records to attend to. He returned 
to Palermo In the evening, going to 
a cafe, whero he took his meals. He 
left the cafe about one o'clock and 
was attacked a few minutes later. The 
authorities, aided by the post mortem 
examination, are convinced that ho was 
entirely unprepared for the murderers. 

New York. March 1«.— The death of 
Lieut. J. Petrosino, who was assassin- 
ated in Italy, was ofllclally deplored 
toilay by the board of aldermen, who 
adopted a resolution to that effect. 
What success the police are achieving 
In their hjint for the conspirators and 
accessories to the murder Is obviously 
a strictly guarded secret, but there 
was not let up In the activity In the 
case today in police headquarters. 

Robert Watchorn, the commissioner 
of Immigration here, says there is no 
reason why the country should not 
throw off the curse of the black hand. 
"The vicious men of Italy and Sicily," 
he said, "by shipping as sailors aboard 
hundreds of ships, land on our shores 
constantly without government inter- 
vention. By extending the scope of 
Immigration work to include the rigid 
Inspection of all crews landing in our 
ports, as we now inspect and udmit 
or reject foreign passengers, our gov- 
ernment will have a strangle hold on 
the Infamous murderers, 

'Steps should be. taken by the police 
all over) the country to round up the 
criminal Italians and make them give 
a satisfactory explanation of how they 
got into this country. Those who can- 
not give satisfactory answers should 
be deported at once." 

In answer to his cable addressed to 
the chief of police at Palermo re- 
questing details as to the murder of 
Petrosino, Commissioner Bingham re- 
ceived tonight the following reply: "I 
ussure you I will do my best to arrest 
the murderers of Petrosino. (Signed) 
Chief of Police, Palermo." 



VERY RICH ORE 



Remarkable Pay-Streak Found in the 
Summit Mine, in Sheep Creek 
District 



Nelson, March 1G.— Sheep Creek's 
greatest enthusiasts were astonished 
last night by the richness of some 
ore brought In from the Summit mine 
at that camp. This property Shipped 
two years ago, but sinco that timo 
nothing but development has been 
done. Fourteen days ago a streak of 
ore assaying $170 per ton was reached 
ut 135 feet depth. A few days later a 
three-feet pay-streak was struck, 
large samples of which are allowed by 
prominent mining men to bo among 
the richest yot seen In this province. 
They will average thousands of dol- 
lars per ton. It is typical sulphide oro 
of Sheep Creek. The strike Is creating 
a considerable sensation in the dis- 
trict. Shipments to Trail smelter will 
commence at once. 



C. P. R. Branch Lines 

Ottawa, March 1G. — At the Commons 
railway committee, Mr. Rutan, M.P. 
for Prince Albert, opposed the bill for 
the renewal of the charter of the C. 
P. R. branch line from Lanlgan to 
Prince Albert unles sthe company was 
ready to go ahead at once, and moved 
an amendment that the company' must 
build thirty miles within a year In or- 
der to uphold its rights In rogard to 
the lino In question. The amendment, 
however, was defeated and the bill 
reported. Various other extensions of 
the C. P. R. In the west wero also 
adopted.

PREPARATION OF. TROOPS 



Public Feeling Strong Against 
Policy Adopted By Three 
Powers 



Vie.ina, March 1G. — During the de- 
bate in the lower house of the Aus- 
trian parliament today on the bill fix- 
ing the number of new recruits for this 
year, Premier Von Blernerth made a 
brief allusion to the Austria-Servia 
situation. 

"The reply of the Servian govern- 
ment to our recent communication did 
not meet with our expectations," he 
said. "Wo desired in the most ac- 
commodating manner to offer Servla 
our hand in order to enable her to 
help herself in a correspondingly easy 
manner regarding the changes of her 
policy concerning Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, and in the matter of continu- 
ing our economic relations. To this 
definite question the Servian govern- 
ment replied evasively. We will not 
be able to discuss the economic ques- 
tions with Servla until we have a clear 
and satisfactory statement <of her true 
Intentions." 

Continuing, the premier said that as' 
the negotiations between the foreign 
ofllce and Servla were still going on, 
ho could say nothing more. The min- 
isters in debating the bill for new re- 
cruits laid emphasis on the necessity 
of having a strong nrmy ready for ac- 
tion. 

The Bourse today was again greatly 
depressed by fears of the outcome of 
the Servian difficulty. The situation 
is ofllclally admitted to be extremely 
grave, although not hopeless. The 
emperor received Baron Von Aehren- 
thal, the Austria-Hungary minister of 
foreign affairs, and Dr. Winterled, the 
Hungarian premier, with whom he 
conferred at length on Servia's unsat- 
isfactory reply to the Austro-Hungar- 
lan note of March G. As a result of 
this conference. Austria will despatch 
u note. to Servla, before the end of 
the week, demanding a clear explana- 
tion of Servia's intention. 

In the meantime, to emphasize this 
demand, the GG battalions now on a 
peace footing in Bosnia, will bo rais- 
ed to a war footing, which is equiva- 
lent to an additional -10,000 men. Ac- 
tion In this direction has already been 
taken by the war ofllce, and it was 
this that led to the rumors of mobili- 
zation, which the government took oc- 
casion yesterday to ofllclally deny. 

Public opinion Is greatly excited, 
and the belief Is strong among Aus- 
trians that the country is on the eve 
of war. Throughout the dual mon- 
archy there Is a violent feeling against 
the up-Serviun aspirations. Tho un- 
enslness has been increased by tho 
fact that the newspapers have been 
forbidden to publish anything con- 
cerning the military preparations. 

Grand Trunk Securities. 

London, March 1G. — Loan holders of 
the Grand Trunk railway stock hero 
have been Informed that the Canadian 
government's loan of $10,000,000 by 
purchase of bonds of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway will rank after all 
issues so far offered for subscription. 



STRIKE MOVEMENT 
SPREADS IP! FRANCE 



Public Telephone and Postal 
Services Somewhat Dis- 
organized 



Paris, March 1G. — At live o'clock this 
afternoon the strike leaders declared 
that the movement was extending 
rapidly. Over half the personnel in 
Paris aro out. The loaders say It will 
be impossible for the administration 
to get off the American mall tomor- 
row. Strike organizers have been 
despatched to the provinces. It was 
announced at strike headquarters to- 
day thut among tile offers of assistance 
was o.">e from the postmen of America. 

At the central telegraph offices most 
of tho ope.rtors are this morning sit- 
ting behind tnoir keys with crossed 
arms, on the pretence that their Instru- 
ments are out of order. The telephone 
system appears to be working normal- 
ly, but the deliveries of mall occur 
with some delay. 

Tho government shows no signs of 
giving in. On the contrary, M. Simyan, 
under secretary of posts and tele- 
graphs, announces tills morning that 
such a revolt on the part of the ser- 
vants of the state cannot be tolerated. 
Every official refusing to work or dis- 
obeying the regulations will be sum- 
marily suspended and dismissed with- 
out the usual appearance before a 
court of discipline. 

There is reason to believe that tho 
cabinet at its regular meeting today 
will temporarily forbid further meet- 
ings of postal employees on the ground 
that such gatherings endanger tho 
public service. 

Two branch post offices wero not 
opened this afternoon on account of 
men. Heavy detachments of police and 
municipal guards occupy tho railroad 
station to provent possible attempts of 
Interference whon the shifts are made. 



Ended His Life. 

Toronto, March IG. — James McDon- 
ald, 3G years old, a bookkeeper, who 
has been out of employment for some 
time, committed suicide by inhaling 
gas In his room. Just before Christ- 
mas McDonald threw himself Into the 
buy, but, was rescued. 



Pioneer Farmer Killed. 

Bracebrldge, Ont., March 16.— W. S. 
Biickerfleld, a pioneer farmer of this 
district, was accidentally killed by 
falling tree on his farm near here. 



Fatal Fall. 

Gait, Ont., March 10.— George Flatt, 
about 00 years old, was killed yester- 
day afternoon by falling down tho 
stairs of Hamill and Moore's tin shop. 

German Loan Offer. 

Pekin, March 1G.— The overtures 
made by tho German Asiatic bank in 
the matter of loaning $15,000,000 for 
the construction of the Canton-Han- 
kow railroad, which were accepted by 
China, have aroused such formidable 
British and French opposition that it 
is expected that the German offer will 
be withdrawn. 



Harbin Difficulty. 

Pekin, March 16. — Negotiations wero 
begun here today looking to a settle- 
ment of the situation at Harbin be- 
tween tho Chinese . authorities and the 
administration of the Russian rail- 
road. Representatives of the foreign 
board of the viceroy of Manchuria and 
the railroad administration who came 
down from Harbin, entered on a series 
of conferences. 



Orange Blue Lodge 

St. John, N.B., March 16.— The Now, 
Brunswick Orange Blue—lodge opened 
at Frederlcton this afternoon. 'Die re- 
port of the grand secretary shows a 
membership of over 0,000 In the pro- 
vince, an increase of over 500 during 
the year. One of the matters expect- 
ed to provoke discussion Is tho pro- 
posal that the grand lodges of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia establish 
up orphanage in the Marltimo pro- 
vinces. There is much opposition to 
this, many members declaring In favor 
of continuing support to the True Blue 
orphanage at Plcton, Ontario. 



DESIRE TO EXPLOIT 
CANADIAN MARKETS 



Pacific States Have Another 
Representative on Ways 
and Means 



Washington, March 1G. — Speaker 
Cannon today announced the ways 
and means and rules committees. The 
new members of the ways and means 
aro: Cushman, of Washington, Re- 
publican, and Harrison, of New York, 
and Browssard, of Louisiana, Demo- 
crats, 

The Payne tariff bill will be intro- 
duced in the house tomorrow, soon 
after the house convenes. At a meet- 
ing of the subcommittee of Republican 
members held today after Speaker 
Cannon had appointed the committee 
on ways and means, several changes 
in tho bill were agreed to. Tho meet- 
ing was for the purpose of securing 
the approval of the new Republican 
member, Representative Cushman, of 
Washington, who had no knowledge 
of the provisions of the bill. 

The appointment of Representative 
Cushman gives the Pacific coast states 
two representatives on the Republican 
sido of the ways and means commit- 
tee, and leaves the Rocky Mountain 
states without representation. While 
Mr. Cushman had little time in which 
to consider the tariff bill, his attitude 
may have changed tho measure con- 
siderably. The changes agreed upon, 
however, are understood to be mainly 
In phraseology. 

Mr. Cushman represents on the com- 
mittee that section of the country 
which desires to Improve Its commer- 
cial relations with Canada, and espe- 
cially to secure a market in the Do- 
minion for its citrus fruits, olives, 
grapeS and other commodities of a 
perishable character for which a ready 
market exists.. The lumber Interests 
are very large In that section, and Mr. 
Cushman's attitude may have had a 
material effect in regard to that sched- 
ule. There have been numerous briefs 
submitted by interests favoring freo 
Iron oro and a large section is inter- 
ested In the proposed reciprocity ar- 
rangement with Canada on coal. 

Cobalt Oro Production. 

Toronto, March 1G.— Cobalt ore 
shipments last week totalled over 126 
tons. 



Earl Grey Withdraws Patronage. 

Ottawa, March 16. — Earl Grey has 
withdrawn his patronage from the an- 
nual concert of .St. Patrick's society 
because there Is to be a political ad- 
dress by E. 13. Devlin, M.P., on Ire- 
land's position in the empire. 

Aerodrome Question. 

London, March 16. — In the commons 
Mr. Asqulth, replying to a question, 
stated that the Canadian government's 
communication regarding aerodromes 
was receiving the attention of the war 
olllco. The Standard describes the 
"Silver Dart," as a remarkable me- 
chanical combination of strength, 
power and lightness. 



Ontario Objects. 

Ottawa, March 10. — The Ontario 
government today opposed the bill of 
the St. Mary's and Western Ontario 
Railroad company for power to con- 
struct a number of branch lines before 
the commons railway committee be- 
cause of alleged unwarranted interfer- 
ence with provincial reports. The bill, 
however, was passed. 

Conservative Leaders. 

Toronto, March 10.— Speaking at a 
concert organized by the Conservative 
associations of wards one and two Inst 
night, R. L. Borden, in reference to 
tho results of the general election last 
October, confessed disappointment 
particularly at the result In Ontario, 
which was, lie said, not what lie ex- 
pected. Ho expressed the opinion that 
the party would soon come into Its 
own In Canada. Sir James AVhltney 
also spoke, devoting a considerable 
portion of his speech to a discussion 
of tho attltudo of the Toronto Electric 
Light company towards the Ontario 
government power scheme, and asking 
that they should say what they had to 
say over their own signatures. 



SAFETY DEMANDS 
NAVY INCREASE 



Ir, McKenna's Convincing Ar- 
gument in Support of 



Estimates 



DREADNOUGHTS NECESSARY 



Revelation of Germany's Plans 
Persuades Even "Small 
Navy" Men 



London, March 16. — The safety of 
the country stands above all other 
sacrifices, and no matter what the cost, 
the safety of the country must be as- 
sured. Tills was the ground upon 
which Reginald McKcnim, first lord of 
the admiralty, justified the increase of 
nearly $15,000,000 In the navy esti- 
mates when they wero Introduced by 
him in the House of Commons this 
afternoon. 

"No one could suppose," went on 
Mr. Kenna, "that the present goverfi- 
ment assumed the responsibility of 
these estimates with a light heart, but 
there were cases when even the most 
determined economist would have to 
make sacrifices." 

It Is axiomatic, the speaker continu- 
ed, that Great Britain should have to 
maintain a navy sufliciently strong to 
ensure Britain's shores from invasion, 
the empire from hostile attempts and 
trade from destruction In timo of war. 
Tho limits of the navy must bo fixed 
by the progress of foreign powers. 
Several powers were rapidly develop- 
ing their naval strength at the pre- 
sent moment, but not one at a pace 
to bo compared with Germany. 

Mr. McKenna explained that ho only 
selected Germany as a standard by 
which to measure British requirements 
for arithmetical purposes, and he did 
not presume to ■ offer any expression 
of feeling or opinion except one or re- 
spectful admiration for Germany's 
administrative and professional effi- 
ciency. The present difficulty of tho 
government lay In the fact that it did 
not know the rate at which German 
construction was going on. It was 
estimated that thirteen ' German 
Dreadnoughts and Invincibles might 
be completed by 1911, as against 12 
Dreadnoughts and four . Invincibles 
which Great Britain would have by 
November, 1911. If Germany acceler- 
ated her work she would have 19 
of these ships by April of 1912. Great 
Britain could not afford to take risks, 
and if she was to maintain her super- 
iority, the admiralty must be in a 
position to obtain the delivery of four 
additional Dreadnoughts by March of 
1912, thus giving Great Britain 27 to 
Germnnv's possible 17. In conclusion, 
Mr. McKenna said he considered that 
the maintenance of superiority de- 
ponded upon superiority In Dread- 
noughts alone. 

The dramatic revelation of Reginald 
McKenna, first lord of tho admiralty, 
in parliament today of Germany's ex- 
traordinary development and her ca- 
pacity to build big battleships rapidly, 
seom3 likely to mark a crisis In Great 
Britain's naval history. Quite cer- 
tainly It will thoroughly arouse and 
alarm the country as to the possibility 
of Britain maintaining her naval su- 
premacy. 

Immediately the debate on the navy 
estimates was concluded a hurried 
meeting was called of the members of 
the House representing the "small 
navy" party, at which tho situation 
thus unexpectedly revealed was anxi- 
ously debated. No decision was ar- 
rived at, but the speeches showed that 
little more will bo heard of cheese- 
paring so tat as the navy Is concerned. 
On the contrary, it seems that tho gov- 
ernment will be strongly urged by tho 
majority of the members of their own 
party to make the "conditional" pro- 
gramme for additional Dreadnoughts 
an absolute building programme. 
Mr. Balfour's View 

It becomes, as Mr. Balfour pointed 
out in today's speech, which greatly 
Impressed the house, a question not of 
maintenance of a two power but of 
maintaining a one-power standard in 
first class battleships. "I am forced," 
said Mr. Balfour, "to the conclusion 
that now for the very first timo In 
modern history we are face to faco 
with a naval situation new and so 
dangerous that it Is difficult for us to 
realize Its Importance." 

Mr. Balfour declared that according 
to his information, which he chal- 
lenged Mr. McKenna to refute, Ger- 
many had laid down last year eight 
Dreadnoughts, and she was several 
months in advance of her programme, 
if Germany continued at the same rate, 
ho said, the relative position of the 
two nations in 1912 would be Great 
Britain 20 Dreadnoughts and Germany 
21, or if the Germans followed Great 
Britain's now policy of collecting ma- 
terial and armaments beforehand, Ger- 
many would have 25 Dreadnoughts. 

Mr. McKenna qoustionod the figures 
ns being beyond Germany's construc- 
tive, power, but Mr. Balfour retorted 
that It was difficult to discover what 
the Germans wero doing. 

Newspaper Opinions 

London, March 17. — Tho sensation 
caused by the navy debate Is reflected 
In all the editorials this morning, ir- 
respective of party. The Liberal or- 
gans make a feeblo attempt to Justify 
the government's programme as ade- 
quate, hut apparently with consider- 
able misgivings.

In connection with the debate on the 
naval programme yesterday, tho Times 
asserts that Germany has been work- 
ing at the highest pressure In certain 
dockyards, both night and day, to push 
tho work of building battleships.

My Dear Fellow-workers,— Quielly 
and unostentatiously the work of the 
Friendly Help association has been 
carried on for another year. 1 wisli to 
express my thanks to our first vice- 
president, Mrs. William Grant, who 
took my place during my absence 
England and so ably filled the office of 
president. To Miss Mary Lawson, our 
treasurer, and the large body of dis 
trict visitors who undertake the in- 
vestigation of every ease reported to 
them, the community owes a deep 
debt of gratitude, and I am glad to say 
that the municipal authorities have 
shown their appreciation and conll 
deuce by continuing to contribute to 
the funds and to act through this as 
sociation in helping those in need. 

The great majority of those thus re- 
lieved are undoubtedly deserving cases 
and the help given during sickness or 
distress has been most thankfully re- 
ceived. Applications are made (oc- 
casionally by those who have brought 
their troubles upon themselves, and in 
cases where the children are starving 
help has been given, although we have 
known that the parents were not de- 
serving. It Is easy to criticise such 
action and fault may be found with 
the association for thus relieving the 
unworthy, but the children's cry can- 
not be unheeded. 

During the past year an increasing 
number of those who have come to 
Victoria from the Old Country and the 
east of Canada have applied for help. 
All their money has been spent in the 
journey and they have found difficulty 
In getting employment at once. In 
some cases the help given by the asso- 
ciation has been of great value and 
has prevented considerable suffering, 
and in all cases money borrowed lias 
been promptly repaid. 

The special gifts at Christmas gave 
great pleasure to those families which 
had been previously recommended by 
the district visitors, and it is a good 
sign that every year the interest 
shown by the children in the schools 
of tile city increases, and the express 
wagons were loaded with gifts of all 
kinds contributed by them. As usual, 
the distribution involved a consider- 
able amount of work at the busiest 
time of the year, but there was no lack 
of willing helpers. 

Our list of subscribers remains 
about the same, and the difficulty Is to 
know how to reach new residents in 
Victoria who must be ignorant of our 
association and its work, as all pub- 
licity is studiously avoided. Gifts of 
money or of old clothes, furniture, etc., 
will be most thankfully received at 
any time and should he sent tw Miss 
M. Lawson, Friendly Help Rooms, 
Market Square. No society could pos- 
sibly work more harmoniously than 
ours, and it is a happiness to think 
that we have been allowed in any way 
to help our less fortunate brethren.

Bishop Perrin said that lie was very 
sorry that Mayor Hall was prevented 
by illness from attending the meeting. 
The city council had always recognized 
in the society a valued auxiliary in 
caring for the poor. It had cheerfully 
given what money had been asked for 
and doubtless when more was needed 
It would be 'forthcoming, lie heartily 
congratulated the society on the suc- 
cess of its work and of its finances 
and the city on the fact that there wero 
so few poor to be taken care of. Ho 
believed the aim, object and principle 
of the society was sound and contrast- 
ed the local system with that which 
had, till the present time, prevailed in 
Great Britain, but which was now 
about to be changed and a system 
somewhat similar to that which tlio 
ladies were carrying out here adopted. 

Bishop Perrin said that In the case 
of old men who had not lived long 
enough in the city to entitled them to 
admission to the Old Men's Home 
some plan of relief would have to be 
adopted in the near future. . He was 
sure that the ladies, not only gave, but 
received, a blessing in their good 
work. 

Mrs. Cooper expressed her pleasure 
at being present and her sense of tho 
gratitude the citizens owed to those 
who so kindly took upon themselves 
the work of investigating cases of dis- 
tress and giving help and sympathy to 
tho needy. The mere paying of a sub- 
scription was a small matter in com- 
parison with this. Mrs. Cooper paid a 
tribute to the zeal and cheerfulness 
with which Miss Lawson, the treasurer, 
did her work, and thought the needs 
of the society should be more fully 
brougt before the public. 

Miss Lawson said that the public 
was most generous. She had never ap- 
pealed In vain for help and usually 
received more than she asked. Tho 
generosity of tho school children was 
spoken of with gratitude both by Miss 
Lawson and several other members of 
the society.

When tlie Nlcen 
bad been said tho'prlest was directed 
In the rubric, which Immediately fol- 
lowed, to make any announcements 
that were necessary in (lie circum- 
stances, and then the sermon or one of 
tlie prescribed Homilies was to be de- 
livered. In pro-Reformation days ser- 
mons were rare, and It was by direc- 
tion of the church that the subject of 
the discourse should be chosen either 
from tlie Epistles or the Gospel of the 
day, which hud already been read in 
tlie ears of the people, and this rule 
was based upon sound principles, as 
It i must concern matters with Which 
they had already become acquainted. 
Originally, it was not the Intention 
that a sermon should be interpolated 
In any other portion of tlie services of 
Ihe church, hut for a long period the 
strictness of this rule had been iml- 
versally relaxed. The sermon finished 
tho priest .reluming to. the Lord's 
table, began the. offertory, saying one 
or more of those quotations which 



were so familiar from constant and 
long use, such as "Let your light so 
idilne before men," etc., "Lay not up 
for yourselves treasure upon earth," 
etc., etc. These sentences included 
two beautiful passages, which wore 
taken from tho Book of Toblt, among 
tlie Apocrypha. For the offertory did 
not merely concern the money offer- 
ing, the collection, or tlie alms fo:r 
Ihe poor, the original Intention of it, 
but included such of these, quotations 
as were chosen to be said, and tho 
oblation of tlie broad and the wine re- 
presenting tho body and the blood of 
Jesus Christ. The priest was then 
directed to say that great prayer be- 
ginning, "Let us pray for tlie whole 
state of Christ's church militant here 
In earth." 

Originally the words "militant here 
in earth," did not appear in this in- 
troduction, nor did this concluding 
passage then appear, "and we also 
bless Thy Holy Name I'o rail Thy ser- 
vants departed this life in Thy faith 
and fear; beseeching Thee to give us 
grace so to follow their good example," 
otc. But these words were afterwards 
added in the final revision of tlie Book 
of Common Prayer In the year 1601. 

The church of Rome had so grossly 
abused tin' doctrine of purgatory as to 
induce members of the church to pay 
largo sums for the saying of masses, 
in order, as they believed, would result 
to hasten tlie release of their departed 
relatives and friends from that Inter- 
mediate state, and In the reaction it 
had not been deemed either wise or 
advisable to insert in this particular 
prayer tills beautiful petition. 

Then followed the admonition to in- 
tending communicants, and although 
the practice of repeating publicly tills 
announcement had greatly fallen Into 
desuetude, it might be well to revive 
It, in certain cases at least, and cer- 
tainly it were an act of wisdom pri- 
vately to read Its timely instructions 
and its counsels. 

The central portion of the commun- 
ion service will be considered on 
Tuesday evening next.

CONSERVE RESOURCES 

Minister Fisher Dwells on Subject in 
Address to Canadian Club of 
Montreal 



Montreal, March 10. — Conservation of 
Canada's national resources was the 
subject of an address by lion. Sydney 
Fisher before the Canadian club. At 
the outset he referred to the inter- 
national conference, and the steps lead- 
ing up to it. There was no compact 
between the nations, and tho docu- 
ment drawn up did not Interfere with 
the authority, of cither nation. With 
regard to the findings of this com- 
mission, they called for tho stoppage 
of the waste which was K0I112 on on 
this continent, and advocated that all 
natural resources should be available 
for utilization by the public, and not 
to be controlled by corporations, but 
by the people at large. 

"If wc aro prosperous In the utiliza- 
tion of these resources wo should hand 
them down unimpaired to coming 
generations," said Mr. Fisher. The 
majority of the people', ho added, were 
only living for tho day, but he did 
not consider thnt good patriotism. 

He would not dwell on What way or 
to what extent thoy had dissipated 
their resources In Canada, but he ad- 
vised them to talte warning and see 
to It that tho people of fifty years 
hence were not In the position of those 
In the United States today. 

At tho present rate the forest re- 
sources of. Canada would not last out 
many generations. Although by tho 
policy recently adopted by the govern- 
ment forests had been reserved. 11' 
the present grants of land continued 
to be mudo they would Itlld that con- 
trary to statements made regarding 
our woodland being Inexhaustible, it 



would bo lost within the next two de- 
cades. 

Proceeding, Mr. Fisher said that If 
the destruction of this forests con- 
tinued wo would find that streams 
would run dry in summer, nnd he ad- 
vocated the husbanding of tho forests 
to a greater extent. He spoke on the 
great water power in Canada, and re- 
ferred to its forthcoming usage in con- 
nection witli electricity. Concluding, 
he asked that a study of the question 
bo made, so that tho prosperity of the 
country should be maintained.

C. Electric Expects to Have New 
Unit -at Vancouver Completed 
Some Time in July 



Vancouver, March lfl. — The work of 
putting in a new unit of ten thousand 
horse power at the power house of 
the B.. C. Electric Railway company 
Is progressing. .1. D. Schuyler, the 
well known engineer engaged on tho 
new plans at Coquitlam lake, paid his 
first visit to the work yesterday since 
ills visit to Panama as one of Alio en- 
gineers who accompanied Mr. Taft, 
Considerable work has been done, he 
says, and It is expected that the ad- 
ditional power can be delivered in 
July. At present they aro laying a 
now pressure pipe 'from the dam to 
the power house, five or six feet in 
diameter, with a 400 foot head pres- 
sure at tho lower end. This pipe will 
Supply the water for the new water- 
wheel and generator of ten thousand 
horse power, which Is about the larg- 
est one ever made. The water-wheel 
and generator are expected to arrlvo 
In July, and that will mark the com- 
pletion of the scheme.

PRISONERS IN PANIC 



New York, March 10.— Panic for a 
short time was threatened tonight 
among the 1,500 city prisoners on 
Hart's Island, at the entrance of Long 
Island sound, when fire, said to have 
been caused by defective wiring, was 
discovered in a largo frame building 
used as a shoe shop. There were no 
prisoners in this building at the time, 
but from all the domltorles the flames 
coidd bo seen, and the prisoners mani- 
fested great uneasiness. The authori- 
ties took immediate steps to quell any 
attempts at escape by warning the 
prisoners that the guards would shoot 
anyone who tried to get through tho 
lines. There was. some difficulty In 
fighting the fire, as the water mains 
failed to work properly. A dozen 
keepers and forty trusties finally got 
It under control. The shoe shop was 
a complete loss, but the fire was not 
allowed to 'spread to any of the other 
buildings. The loss is $30,000. 

Hart's Island, located at the extreme 
northern boundary of Greater Now 
York, includes a branch of the Black- 
well's Island workhouse, a city refor- 
matory, and the Potters' field. About 
a third of the prisoners are women.

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RAIL TO THE MAINLAND 

We are sorry to see that our con- 
temporary, the Nanaimo Herald, Is not 
disposed to favor an effort to secure 
railway connection with the Mainland 
toy way of Bute Inlet or some other 
route in that neighborhood, but thinks 
such a project "too big and above our 
present deserts." It does not think 
that grain shippers In Alberta would 
send their wheat be shipped from 
Nanaimo. It wants us all to confine 
our advocacy to things that are "gen- 
uine." The last advice is sound, but 
Its application might be better advised. 
The project of rail connection with 
the Mainland by the route mentioned 
is genuine. The Grand Trunk Pacific 
has a charter empowering it to build 
a railway through Vancouver Island to 
"Victoria. It can do tills in one of two 
ways. It can build from .some point 
near the north end down the western 
side of the Island, or it can utilize Its 
proposed line from Fort George to 
Vancouver for a part of the distance 
and connect with a line on the Island 
by the route mentioned. This Is one 
Of the questions which the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will have to decide up- 
on in the near future. The plans 'of 
the Canadian Northern are not yet 
fully disclosed; we do not know what 
tho Canadian Pacific may have In con- 
templation. Therefore let us all pull 
as hard as we can tor the thing that 
we want more than anything else. It 
will be time enough to ask for some- 
thing less, when we see that we oan- 
n'ot get that. 

In this connection mention may be 
made of the proposed railway from 
Victoria to Barkley Sound, which was 
discussed at the Board of Trade the 
other day. Our contemporary, the 
Free Press of Nanaimo, Is mistaken in 
saying that the Board endorsed this 
enterprise; the Board did not act upon 
it at all, thinking it best to leave it In 
abeyance until the members were bel- 
ter informed regarding It. 

AS TO PAINT. 

This is an advertisement of any- 
body's paint, nor Is it written with 
a view to getting a commission from 
the various persons who sell or apply 
paint. It is simply an illustration of 
the principle that "a frequent recur- 
rence to llrst principles" is. as the 
framer of a somewhat important poli- 
tical paper has said, "essential to the 
well-being of a community." Nor is 
the paint In question that particular 
variety which artists use with more 
or less success In their studios, nor 
that other alleged variety, which div- 
ers and sundry, scandal-mongers have 
in times past been known to aver is 
employed by persons of the female 
persuasion to supplement the charms, 
which Dame Nature has distributed 
among them with a lavish, if some- 
what discriminating bund.

He was content 
to paint his barn. Hu did not paint 
his house, for he said; "It Is nice tOj 
Sit In the house on a wet day and look 
ut a red barn; nobody would sit in his 
barn und look at his house." Now 
there seem.", to be a point In the story 
after all, for It illustrates that to the 
so-called untutored mind of i,o, the 
poor Indian, it is more pleasing to look 
upon things that have been painted 
than upon things that have not been. 
And this is after till what we started 
out to say, only we do not Intend the 
observation to lie limited to Indians. 
It is about time that the people, who 
own houses in this most excellent city, 
got busy with the paint brush. Tho 
> town looks In too many places like 
something that had been laid to one 
side to take care of Itself, whereas it 
ought to blossom in all the glory of 
paint, like the rose or anything else 
that ls hrlght and good to look at. We

pies, but we desire to put on record 
the thanks of the community to a few 
people, who have brightened up their 
buildings with paint. Let there bo 
more of that sort of thing. We are 
going to have lots of company this 
summer, and just as it is the correct 
tiling to wash your face before meet- 
ing strangers, if it needs it, so it ought 
to be coilsldct'ed necessary to paint the 
town, when we know for certain that 
all the world and his grandmother are 
likely to come this way before It is 
time to take our furs out of the cedar 
closet or tho pawnshop, as the case 
may be. So let there be a crusade in 
painting. Let us bedeck our messuages 
in decent colors. Let us generally 
have a cleaning up time. Let us get 
ready for company. 

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

The Minister of Railways lias made 
his promised statement in regard to 
tjie Intercolonial Railway. It was not 
very specific, for he said that the plan 
had not been fully worked out, but a 
vigorous policy of development Is con- 
templated, which will necessitate eith- 
er the acquisition of all feeders owned 
by independent companies or their 
amalgamation under a joint manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Graham said that there was a 
small surplus upon the operations, of 
tlie railway during the last fiscal year, 
but he anticipates a deficit on the cur- 
rent year's work. 



THE GOTHENBURG SYSTEM. 

An erroneous impression has been 
created in regard to the action of the 
legislature In respect to the Gothen- 
burg system. .Most peope think the 
legislature directed an Inquiry into 
that matter, and the references to the 
resolution adopted, as far as we have 
observed them in the press, havo been 
calculated to deepen that impression. 
The Colonist has itself been to a cer- 
tain extent misled, nnd it takes this 
opportunity to place the case in the 
right light. The resolution docs not 
directs an inquiry, but only asks tho 
government to consider the advisabil- 
ity of making an inquiry Into the 
Gothenburg system. It does not even 
direct that an investigation shall be 
made before a plebiscite is taken, 
which indeed would seem to be a mis- 
taken idea, for it would place before 
the voters soveral propositions and the 
result would be a vote which would 
have no definite meaning. We sub- 
join the resolution with Its preambles. 
They are as follows: 

Whereas, it Is in the Interest of the 
people of this province and of human- 
ity that some solution of evils arising 
out of traffic in Intoxicating liquors 
be arrived, at; 

"Whereas local option, which alms 
at prohibition in given localities of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, is objec- 
tionable from certan standpoints and 
ineffective as a remedy; 

Whereas the government has decid- 
ed to grant a plebiscite at some future 
date on this question; 

Whereas It has been shown that the 
Gothenburg system of manufacturing 
and distributing intoxicating liquors 
removes many of the evils complained 
of; and 

Whereas it is desirable that the peo- 
ple of tills province, before taking a 
plebiscite, be seised of full Informa- 
tion on the question; 

Be it, therefore, resolved, that an 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, asking him to 
take into consideration the advisability 
of appointing a Royal Commission 
immediately, to inquire Into all mat- 
ters in relation to the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
province, witii a view to ascertaining 
tlie amount of liquor manufactured, 
imported and sold in tlie province, the 
amount of capital invested, the number 
of wage-earners employed, the esti- 
mated profits obtained by such em- 
ployment, and further to obtain such 
information in regard to tlie Gothen- 
burg system as may enable the people 
to Intelligently comprehend Its merits 
or demerits, with a view to the possible 
adoption and establishment of this 
system, or a modification of it, in the 
province of British Columbia. 



seeing that of the population of tho 
larger nation fully 4,000,000 men are 
liable to military service it is sure that 
In the long run the smaller power 
would be annihilated, provided no other 
nation interfered. The temper of the 
Servian people Is not such as to en- 
courage a hope of a peaceful settle- 
ment. Behind the government there 
Is a strong^ racial feeling, and this of- 
ten has . got absolutely beyond tho 
control of rulers as the history of 
Europe shows. The racial sympathy 
of the Russians would go out to Sorvla 
in the ovent of war, and it would only 
be the fear of an invasion from Ger- 
many that would prevent the Czar's 
government from yielding to what 
certainly would be a strong demand 
for interference on behalf of Sorvla. 
However, until the first gun bus been 
fired there ls always a chance of peace, 
and the diplomats are not yet dis- 
couraged. 

Theatre-goers in England arc all 
agog over Mr. John Galsworthy's new 
play, "Strife," which is pronounced 
"one of the strongest dramas London 
has seen in many years."

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 

The despatches indicate that the re- 
lations between Servla and Austria- 
Hungary are strained very nearly to 
the breaking point. It is said that the 
forces of the latter country are about 
to occupy Belgrade, the capital of the 
former. Belgardc is situated on tlie 
Danube, which is tlie dividing line 
between Servla and Hungary. It is a 
city of upwards of 70,000 people. It 
was formerly a fortress of much im- 
portance, but wo may doubt If it lias 
been maintained in a manner that 
would enable it to resist modern selge 
guns. It was garrisoned by the Turks 
until 1S0T, although Servia had been 
practically Independent long before 
that time. The Austrians have occu- 
pied tlie idly on three occasions, but 
the last was nearly two hundred years 
ago. It is difficult to realize how Ser- 
via can hope long to withstand 
Austria-Hungary. It is a small coun- 
try having an area of less than 20,000 
square miles. Its population is under 
two and a half millions, livery male 
Servian Is subject to compulsory mili- 
tary service and the whole population 
Is more or less ready to take the Held. 
The mobilized regular army and its 
reserve Ik KiO.Tfil men, and the mllltln 
brings the total available force up to 
Sa.l.OOO men. (in tho other hand 
Austria-Hungary is one of tlie great- 
est powers In Europe. Its actual 
strength In troops ready to take the 
Held is greater than the whole avail- 
able force of Servla, while the strength 
of the army on a war footing is nearly 
two millions. Between such combat- 
ants there would be seen to be only 
possible end of a war; although even 
with so small a force as the Servians 
could bring into the field, n tremen- 
dous resistance could bo ut up, but 



According to un interesting return 
just presented In the Commons at 
Ottawa, since January, 1896. there has 
been paid for discount and stamp 
duties upon temporary loans $1,874,901, 
Since January 1, two temporary loans 
have been negotiated, one an accom- 
modation .of five million dollars for 2S 
days, and another for the same amount 
for 31 days. The discount paid on 
currency amounted to $32,339. 

The Federal government lias ac- 
quired by purchase and charter two 
steamers f"e»- work along the British 
Columbia coast. One of them will be 
utilized to augment the existing facili- 
ties to patrol the fishing grounds. The 
government ls to bo commended for 
having to this extent met the wishes of 
the people of the province, but if ade- 
quate protection against poachers on 
tlie fishing grounds is to be given, a 
a further addition to the British Co- 
lumbia fleet will have to be provided. 



We shall have a host of visitors 
here Who will be observant of the 
city's attractions and a large propor- 
tion of them no doubt will be watch- 
ful of opportunities to locate here per- 
manently. It is, therefore, Incumbent 
upon all of us to see that the city 
presents the very best possible appear- 
ance, and therefore, for these reasons, 
the citizens should not tolerate any 
dilly-dallying policy on the part of the 
Council in regard to the important 
improvement work mentioned. 

The proposal made by a new horse- 
racing organization for the use of the 
driving park, and accepted by tho Ag- 
ricultural Association and the City 
Council, seems a very fair one. We 
are glad that this form of sport Is to 
be encouraged here, as it will prove a 
source of great interest to visitors, the 
entertainment of whom is a matter for 
vital concern bo the city. The associ- 
ation ls pledged to sticlc to "clean 
sport," and if this policy is adhered to, 
the race meetings will become an im- 
portant and desirable feature of local 
sporting attractions. 

Mr. Edward Weston, who is, as Gen- 
eral Booth would say. "seventy-one 
years young," has started from New 
York to walk across the continent to 
San Francisco. He expects to reach 
liis destination on July 8th, having 
covered a distance of 4.300 miles. It 
will lie recalled that .Mr. Weston, a 
couple of years ago walked for a 
wager from New York to Chicago and 
won the money. He will probably 
succeed in his present effort and give 
another rude Jolt to the Osier theory 
that all men over forty should be 
chloroformed. 

.Mr. Thomson, M. P. P. (Victoria), 
lias had the singular honor done him 
of being publicly thanked by the City 
Council for the conspicuous services he 
mdored the city in the Legislature in 
connection with the Water Wurks' 
Bill. It Is very pleasant to note such 
it body as the City Council, composed 
as it is of Liberals 'as well as Conser- 
vatives, can on an occasion of this sort 
bury all partisan prejudices und unite 
In honoring one of the city's represen- 
tatives. It is tlie very best of evidence 
that party politics "cut no figure" in 
municipal affairs, nnd we trust that 
this will long be the case. Mr. Hay- 
ward, M.P.P. for Cowlclmn,' received a 
similar compliment from Ouk Buy. 



A notable death has Just occurred 
In London, .Rt. Hon. Hugh Oakley Ar- 
nold-Forster passing away at a com- 
paratively early age. Deceased was 
born In 1855, and was a son of tho late 
William Dalslleld Arnold, director of 
public instruction In the Punjab, In- 
dia, and an adopted son of the Into 
Right Hon. W. E. Forsfer, M. P. Ho 
was educated at Oxford, graduating 
with high honors. Ho was parliamen- 
tary secretary to the admiralty, 1900- 
3, and* secretary of state for war, 
1903- C. He represented West Belfast 
In the Commons from 1892 to 190G as 
a, Liberal Unionist, and after Croydon 
as a straight Unionist. He was the 
author of a number of works on poli- 
tical, military and social questions. 

Now that the- unsettled weather ls 
ubout over, let us In the name of rea- 
son proceed at once with the work of 
laying down a permanent pavement of 
some sort on the Causeway. It would 
be little short of a scandal and a 
shame If no Improvement ls made on 
that thoroughfare before the Influx of 
visitors commences. It may he a 
somewhat difficult matter to come to 
an agreement In respect to the sort of 
material which ought to be used for 
the pavement; but, really, the work Is 
so urgent that It would almost pay to 
go ahead and. If necessary, do it all 
over again another year. Do the peo- 
ple of Victoria realize that the summer 
of tlie present year is going to present 
tlie greatest opportunity which has 
ever been offered the city in its his- 
tory ? 




Germany is just now making a des- 
perate endeavor to come to a more 
favorable trade arrangement with 
Canada before the anticipated change 
of government In Great Britain. The 
Germans expect that with the return 
to power of the Unionists a policy of 
preferential treatment for the products 
if the Colonies will be embarked up- 
jn, and that 'once this step is taken 
Canada will be Indisposed to offer 
better terms to them. There is now 
be best of reasons for believing that 
Germany will succeed in this effort in 
regard to her relations with Canada. 
Replying to a question in the Com- 
mons on Monday Mr. Fielding said 
that tho government did not think it 
advisable In the government interest 
to make all their intentions known as 
regards negotiations With Germany 
for more favorable consideration for 
Canadian produce In the markets of 
that country. 

One of the amazing things is that 
Great Britain Is so slow to under- 
stand that If she would push her trade 
in those countries where competition 
is keen she must display a greater 
amount of enterprise. Speaking of the 
development of trade within the Em- 
pire at the RoStal Colonial Institute, 
London, the other day, Mr. Benjamin 
H. Morgan said "one bar to progress 
was in the self-governing colonies. In 
India there were over 1,500 paid re- 
presentatives of foreign nations, who 
kept their governments posted regard- 
ing openings for trade, but Great 
Britain had less than ten. The time, 
had come, he said, when Great Britain 
should make it her business to estab- 
lish and maintain a rapid transport 
by rail nnd sea. Mr. E. H. Turnhull, 
of Canada, spoke of the British mer- 
chants' luck of enterprise In opening 
new markets. 

All over the world great preparations 
are being made to celebrate the an- 
niversary of "General" Booth's 80th j 
birthday, which falls on April 10th I 
next. As the separate Salvation Army 
organizations In twenty-five different 
countries number 8,358, and comprise 
more than Pi, 000 officers, this cele- 
bration will be an international one 
in every sense of the word. But in 
many respects this birthday of the 
"General" will be a momentous occa- 
sion. It not only represents the fact 
that the "General" has exceeded by a 
decade the biblical "three score years 
and ten," but promises to be almost 
a turning point in the fate of the vast 
organization over which at present lie 
exercises autocratic control. In the 
thousands of army barracks and out- 
posts in various countries, speculation 
ls rife as to General Booth's possible 
successor, for one thing is fairly cer- 
tain — the time is rapidly approaching 
when that will have to be announced. 



We regret to see that, according to 
the annual report of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, just issued, there is a 
record of an Increase In crime in Wes- 
tern Canada. It Is, however, satisfac- 
tory to be told that conditions In the 
Yukon are relatively no worse than in 
other places. Some specially Interest- 
ing extracts from the report are: 
"Our farthest outposts arc found on 
the Shores of Hudson Bay and the 
Arctic ocoan, and scattered over the 
vast northland along the lines of com- 
munication. They are found along the 
international boundary for 000 miles, 
and dotted over tile settled districts of 
the two provinces. Tint statistics of 
crime, which Include only indictable 
offences in municipalities under the 
police jurisdiction. show that 7,024 
cases were entered and 0,377 convic- 
tions secured during tlie year, as 
against 0,730 cases and 5,085 convic- 
tions last year, an increase of 092 con- 
victions. The report states that there 
Is a regrettable' increase in offences 
against women; -15 cases were en- 
tered, with only ^1 convictions. One 
thousand throe hundred and eighty- 
seven prisoners were received In the 
guardrooms in Alberta and 717 In Sas- 
katchewan, a total of 2,104. The av- 
erage number of prisoners held dally 
was 1SG. Compared with the year 1900 
the Increase in tile number of prison- 
ers is 1,584, Tills increase is due to 
the gain in population In both pro- 
vinces. In one section the assistant 
commissioner states: "Now, as re- 
gards the alleged Immorality, that the 
laws of morality have been, In certain 
Instances, violated in the Yukon no 
one will for a moment deny or at- 
tempt to excuse, but this is no reason 
why a cry about Yukon Immorality 
should be raised nil over Canada. I 
venture to say that If the persons who 
are so greatly agitated about the mor- 
als of Dawson (though the majority of 
them have never been hero), would 
look Into the social conditions In their 
own towns or cities they would find 
far more Immorality than in the 1'u- 
kon."

ABOUT PEOPLE 



General Sir Edward Henry Zohrah 
Pasha, news of whose death has been 
received, was (says the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette), one of the last of Lord Wolse- 
ley's Egyptians — though, for the mat- 
ter of that, he was an Armenian, born 
at Broussa some sixty years ago. But 
Sir Edward had been a good deal, and 
haKl seen a good deal, before -Lord 
Wolseley brought him on to his staff 
in the Egyptian campaign of 1SS2. He 
had already had a dozen years of ser- 
vice In the Egyptian army, as A.D.C. 
to Khedive Ismail and with Prince 
Hassan in Bulgaria during the Russo- 
Turkish war. With AVoiseley he made 
the Soudan expedition, and came out 
of it with the rank of major-general. 
As head of the recruiting department 
the Khedivlal army had its early suc- 
cesses to thank him for, and ills ser- 
vices as Under Secretary for War 
were not more than adequately re- 
warded by the loss of his health and 
his promotion to full general which 
accompanied his retirement four years 
hgo. Of late years he had been a more 
'familiar figure in Paris than in Cairo. 

The Scottish Horse, of tho territorial 
force, have good reason to bo proud of 
the oflicer just gazetted to be their 
lieutenant-colonel commundant. The 
Marquis of Tullibardine, M.V.O., won 
bis D.S.O. in Egypt, when he served 
With the Egyptian cavalry, and fought 
tit the battles of Atbara and Khar- 
toum. He was one of the olilcers 
whose valuable services tho Sirdar de- 
sired to bring before the notice of the 
authorities. At the time he was a 
lieutenant. A few years later Lord 
'Kitchener again called attention to the 
. services of Brevet-Major the Marquis 
;.'pf Tullibardine, this time .in his final 
• despatch from the Cape. The gallant 
' officer's name has been mentioned in 
despatches at least five times. 

No more telling example of the ex- 
tent to which disease is conditioned 
by social circumstances could be 
found, the ''Hospital" points out, than 
in an incidental result of the compari- 
son, which shows that the septennial 
mean death rate from 'phthisis in 
Hampstead is only 0.78 per 1,000 liv- 
ing, while the corresponding death rate 
for Shoredltch is 2.16 per 1,000. So 
significant a difference in fatal pre- 
valence of a definitely specific disease 
is dependent upon no single factor: it 
is an expression of the influence upon 
pulmonary tubercular infection of all 
that is embraced in tho contemporary 
attainments of personal and civic hy- 
giene as exemplified In a modern su- 
burb such as Hampstead. 



BRITISH OPINION 



Since tlie opening of the fiscal con- 
troversy (says the Dally Telegraph) 
there has been no more significant 
Parliamentary debate on tariff reform 
than that which was inaugurated yes- 
terday. On behalf of the front Op- 
position bench, Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain moved, in a full and vigorous 
speech, the first official amendment 
to the address. The terms of that 
amendment, carefully drafted to ex- 
press the convictions of the over- 
whelming majority of the Unionist 
party and the purposes of its great 
leader, are strong enough and broad 
enough to form in themselves the ar- 
gumentative foundation for the Inevit- 
able national policy of the future. 
Comparing the situations existing a 
couple of sessions ago and now, how 
immense is the change. Once again 
the power of the Unionist forces In 
tho country is so fully regained that 
in a triumphant series of bye-elections, 
fought again and again on the straight 
issue of tariff reform, not only has 
the voting strength of the party been 
recovered In the constituencies, but It 
lias polled figures working up above 
the highest of the old flood murk?; in ! 
the former epochs of success. Since I 
Mr. Balfour's Birmingham speech, in 
a word, the Opposition has never 
looked back, and the principles of that 
memorable declaration were condensed 
into yesterday's amendment. 

The Dally Chronicle writes: — The 
tariff reform amendment to the ad- 
dress, intended as an attack upon the 
government, Iras led to nothing but 
.strife among the Opposition. There 
was a preliminary skirmish, It seems, 
over the very tabling of the amend- 
ment. Mr. Balfour, in his speech on 
Tuesday, had concentrated his attack 
on the Irish policy of the govern- 
ment, and it Is on this line alone that 
tho debate in the Lords has proceeded. 
The tariff reformers In tin; House of 
Commons objected to Ireland being 
given this precedence, and they pre- 
vailed. The first front bench amend- 
ment was thus allocated to tariff re- 
form, and Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
made what his friends describe as "a 
slashing attack." It made up In vigor 
of form, we admit, for what it Incited 
in weight and substance, but its effect 
was to draw from Lord Robert Cecil 
a manly and convincing protest against 
the tactics .of the confederates. His 
protest touches an issue wider than 
is involved in tho particular contro- 
versy. The object of the "forward 
movement" among the tariff reform- 
ers is, as Lord Robert Cecil said, to 
force every Unionist candidate to 
pledge himself beforehand to accept 
whatever policy may hereafter bo in- 
troduced by the leader of his party. 
This idea of the blindfold pledge is 
repugnant to tho best tradltl.ons of 
English political life. 



As this series of articles is likely to. 
come lindor the notice of persons not 
familiar with the location of the vari- 
ous centres of population on Vancou- 
ver Island, I append a list of them 
with very brief descriptions. 

Centres of Population, 
Victoria.— In speaking of Victoria, 
the Municipality of Oak Bay and the 
unorgunized district of Esquimalt are 
to be understood as Included. Vic- 
toria is situated on the southeast end 
of what I have called tho Saanich 
Peninsula, with Oak Bay lying im- 
mediately to the east of it. Esquimalt 
lies west of Victoria on what Is known 
as the Esquimalt Peninsula. From 
Esquimalt Harbor to Oak Bay in a 
direct line is six miles. The length of 
the electric railway line between the 
two points is somewhat longer. There 
are three harbors. On the east Is Oak 
Bay, which can be used for small 
vessels. In the centre is Victoria Har- 
bor, with accommodation at its en- 
trance for the largest vessels enguged 
in the commerce of the Pacific Ocean, 
and in its Inner harbor for the largest 
coasting steamers. Esquimalt harbor 
is on the west and is one of the finest 
ports in tho world. The population of 
Victoria as above described is about 
40,000. It Is the capital of the pro- 
vince and the seat of several import- 
ant industries. It has a large number 
of people of means resident within its 
borders, and the private homes are in 
many cases very attractive. Esqui- 
malt was the depot of the North Pa- 
cific squadron of the Royal navy. 
There is a large navy yard, a. graving 
dock and other appointments necessary 
for such a station. There are fortifi- 
cations. A detachment of the perman- 
ent force of the Canadian Militia is 
maintained at Work Point on the 
western side of Victoria harbor. 

Nanaimo is situated on the east 
coast of Vancouver Island, on an ex- 
cellent harbor of the same name. It 
is tlie headquarters of the operations 
of the Western Fuel company, which 
carries on coal mining on an extensive 
scale. There are other industries. The 
harbor is callable of accommodating 
vessels of any tonnage. It has con- 
nection with Victoria by the Esqui- 
mau & Nanaimo Railway, the distance 
between the two cities being about 70 
miles. Tills railway is being extended 
to Alberni at the head of Alberni 
Canal on the west coast of the Island. 
The estimated population of Nanaimo 
is 7,000. 

Ladysmith is on the eastern shore 
of the Island on Oyster Bay, an excel- 
lent harbor. It is one of the shipping 
points of tho Wellington Collieries 
company. The Tyee Copper company's 
smelter Is located here and there are 
other important industries. Ladysmith 
is 1G miles from Nanaimo and 60 from 
Victoria and has connection with both 
places by the Esquimalt & Nanaimo 
Railway. 

Cumberland is situated about 13 
miles inland from Union Bay, on the 
east coast of the Island, with which it 
has railway connection. The principal 
Industry is the coal mining carried on 
by the Wellington Collieries company. 
It is about 60 miles' north of Nanaimo. 
Its. .population Is estimated at 2,700. 

Comox, Courtenay, , Sandwick and 
Grantham may be considered together. 
Comox is on the harbor of the same 
name on tho east coast of the Island, 
and the other points named are In the 
valley which extends northward from 
the harbor. Comox Is some six or eight 
miles from Cumberland. It Is without 
railway connection. 

Duncan is a small town in the 
Cowichan valley on the line of the 
Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway, 40 
miles from Victoria. It Is the centre 
of a farming district. 

Chemainus is a saw mill town on 
Horseshoe Bay on the east coast of the 
Island and on the line of the E. & N. 
Railway. 

Alberni, New Alberni, and Reaver 
Creek are points in the Alberni Val- 
ley, New Alberni being at the head 
of steamer navigation on Alberni 
Canal, which is seme 35 miles long 
and Is navigable by vessels of any 
draught of water. Railway connection 
is being established to connect with 
the E. & N. Railway. The connec- 
I tlon will be HO miles long. 

Clayoqu.ot Is a saw mill and mining 
I settlement on the west coast of the 
Island, 150 miles from Victoria. It Is 
on an excellent harbor. 

Crofton is near Osborne Bay on the 
east coast. It Is the seat of a smelter, 
which lias n.ot been recently in oper- 
ation. 

Departure Bay, Wellington, North- 
field, Chase River. Cedar Stovely and 
Brechin are points near Nanaimo. 
Wellington is the present terminus of 
the E. & N. Railway. 

Extension Is a settlement at a coal 
mine about 12 miles from Ladysmith. 

Fort Rupert Is an old Hudson Bay 
post and at present a trading point 
on the enst coast near the north end 
of the Island. 

Port Hardy is the terminus of the 
frail from Quatsino Sound, and is on 
Hardy Bay, an excellent harbor on the 
east coast. 

Gordon Head is a fruit growing dis- 
trict on the east coast about 5 miles 
from Victoria. 

South Saanich is a municipality ad- 
joining Victoria on the north. It is 
almost exclusively a farming com- 
munity, but the part, closely adjacent 
to Victoria Is being built up as a resi- 
dential suburb. 

North Saanich adjoins South Saan- 
ich and Is similar in character. 

Sidney Is a village on the Saanich 
Peninsula about 17 miles from Vic- 
toria with which It Is connected by 
the Victoria and Sidney Railway. It 
has a large saw mill and Is the head- 
quarters of tlie surrounding farming 
country. 

Tod Inlet Is the site of the Vancou- 
ver Portland Cement Company. It Is 
on an nrm of Saanich Inlet and is 12 
miles from Victoria. 

South Wellington is on the lino of 
the B ,& N Hallway and Is a coal 
mining village. The mlno Is not at 
present being operated. 

Union Buy is a village on Baynes 
Sound on the east coast .of the Island, 
60 miles north of Nanaimo and 12 
miles from Cumberland, with which 
latter place it has railway connection. 
It Is an Important shipping point for 
coal. 

Uclulel is a settlement on the north- 
west sido of the entrance to Barkley 
Sound. Uchuckleslt Is a point on 
Barkley Sound. Ban field is on Bark- 
ley Sound n nd is the terminus of tho 
Pacific Cable. 

Somonos, Cobble Hill, Cowichan, 
Koksllah and Coldstream are points 
on the 13. & N. Railway. 

Shawnigan Lake is a farming set- 
tlement, saw mill village and tourist 
resort on tlie line of the E. & N. Rail- 
way. 

Sechart is on Barkley Sound, and 
Is tho headquarters of tho whaling 
industry. 

Nootlta Is on the west coast, and is 
the site .of marble quarrieB.

Sooke is a farming and fishing cen- 
tre on the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 25 
miles southwest of Vlctprla. 

Mctehosln. Happy Valley, Straw- 
verry ^'ale, Rocky Point, Royal Oak, 
Cadboro Bay, Parson's Bridge, Mill- 
stream, Colwood, Colquitz, Albert 
Head and William Head are farming 
settlements near Victoria. The latter 
is the Quarantine Station. 

Milne's Landing is a farming dis- 
trict near Sooke. 

French Creek, Parksville, are set- 
tlements on the east coast north of 
Nanaimo. 

Port Kusam is a farming and log- 
ging settlement on Johnstone Strait 
on the east coast, at the mouth of Sal- 
mon River. 

Quatsino is a settlement on Quat- 
sino Sound. 

Saanichton is a station on tho V. & 
S. Railway in tlie centre of a farming 
district. 

Alert Bay Is on Comorant Island 
just off the east coast of Vancouver 
Island, 280 miles northwest of Vic- 
toria. It Is a farming settlement and 
trading post. 

Ahousat is on tho west coast, 15 
miles north of Clayoqu.ot. 

Campbell River is a settlement 33 
miles north of Courtenay. 

Cape Scott and San Josef are settle- 
ments near the north end of the Is- 
land. 

Coburn is near Ladysmith. It is a 
logging camp. 

Corlleld. Cowichan Lake and North 
Cowichan are near Duncans. 

Independent is a farming settlement 
at Nanoose Bay on the east coast. 

Kyuquot is a whaling station 90 
miles north of Clayuquot. 

Nanoose Bay is 16 miles -northwest 
of Nanaimo. It Is a farming district. 

Port Renfrew is midway between 
Victoria and Cape Bealo and on Port 
San Juan. 

Sidney Inlet Is a mining camp on the 
west coast 30. miles north of Clayu- 
quot.

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Are Modern Women Catty? 

The New York Times says that 
'The Bishop of London's denunciation 
if tlie 'catty spirits,' which are pre- 
lominant in many West End drawing 
rooms has caused many little tempests 
among tlie teacups. 

His Lordship has been taken to task 
very severely — among others, by Lady 
Dorothy Nevlll (nee Walpole), whose 
long experience In London society en- 
titles her to speak witli some authority 
on the subject. Lady Dorothy is the 
author of several volumes of Interest- 
ing recollections covering the better 
part of the nineteenth century, and a 
woman whose powers of observation 
remain unimpaired by her advanced 
age. 

She dqes not think that London so- 
ciety is so black as the bishop would 
paint It In tlie course of an interest- 
ing conversation Lady Dorothy said: 
"I am Inclined to think the bishop's 
assertion altogether too sweeping. No 
doubt, he wished particularly to im- 
press upon the girls to whom ho was 
speaking tlie consequences which ac- 
crue from allowing that 'catty spirit' 
to gain a hold on them, and, with that 
object In view, has probably em- 
phasized his point rather strongly; 
but to say that in' has come across the 
'catty spirit' again and again in the 
drawing rooms where he visits is 
rather unkind. 

"I myself have n grr.it number of 
friends and I must admit that I do 
, nnot see anything at all of what the

to a few of one's acquaintances who 
merit the term 'catty'; but those few- 
stand out prominently from the rest 
and cannot bo taken as a fair example 
of the genera] society to be met with- 
in one's friends' drawing rooms. 

"The bishop was tpiite right to ad- 
vise girls to stand out against that 
sort of thing. Such a spirit grows on 
one. almost unconsciously, and the 
tendency is always to say 'catty 
things' about some one against whom 
we have a special grievance; but now- 
adays, Hint spiteful spirit may be 
taken as being no more serious than 
the bad temper, selfish nature, or a 
sham tongue. 

"The girls of today compare very 



favorably with thoso of fifty years 
ago. Indeed, they are a distinct im- 
provement. The different lives they 
lead tend to improve them both bodily 
and mentally. Not but what I could 
find an equal number of men who 
might be Justly accused -of possessing 
the 'catty spirit.' The outdoor exis- 
tence they lead broadens their minds. 
They become more charitable toward 
their neighbors and less inclined to 
find fault, and, having less time on 
their hands in which to pull their 
friends to pieces, they arc not so like- 
ly to run the chance of being called 
old cats. 

"There was, perhaps, some excuse 
sixty years ago for girls, who were 
brought up In strict seclusion at home, 
who were allowed only a certain 
amount of recreation, and that of a 
very mild order, and who in conse- 
quence found time to hang heavily on 
their hnnds— thoso girls then took to 
back-biting their friends. But today 
girls, who are almost as free as their 
brothers, and who have so many out- 
side interests in life, have no excuse 
whatever. 

"Girls should remember that the 
'catty spirit' denotes a mean, small 
mind, all right-minded women should 
be above such petty spite and 'cattl- 
ness' — as, indeed, 1 nm Inclined to 
think they are, so far as my own ex- 
perience goes. 

"What the bishop calls the curse of 
the West End is not so serious. I 
have known girls and women of all 
ages, and I can honestly say that I 
never noticed the 'catty spirit' to such 
an extent as the bishop of London 
seems to have noticed it. His ex- 
perience of "West End drawing rooms 
is unfortunate."

CHURCH WORK IN CANADA

arrest last evening about 
of Alexander Ross at his 
homo Niagara street, the police au- 
thorities believe that they have suc- 
ceeded In apprehending the man re- 
sponsible for a 'series of burglaries 
which took place last month and early 
this month. Tho urrest followed the 
search of tho house during tho ab- 
sence of Ross, who, when he returned 
home, found Detectives O'Leary and 
Clayards waiting for him. He is now 
behind tho bars at the police station 
and will bo arraigned this morning. 
In the houso was discovered some of 
tho articles reported missing from tho 
various places robbed. 

On February 18 the residence of 
Mrs. Larkln, Montreal streot, was 
broken into for the third time within 
a week or two, while tho occupants 
wero down town. In the three rob- 
beries a quantity of household articles, 
three watches, watch chains, crockery 
ware, blankets, ladies' clothing, a 
clock and other articles were stolen. 
The robberies were reported to the 
authorities but no trace .of tho rob- 
ber could be secured. ' 

A short time previous to this a 
burglar broke into the grocery storo 
of H. Schrooder, Mehzlos street, and 
purloined a large quantity of gro- 
ceries, tinned goods, hams, bacon and 
other goods, the whole being valued 
nt"*a considerable sum. In this case, 
too, there was no clue to the robber 
though the day following the robbery 
a case of tho stolon goods was found 
secreted In the front yard of a near- 
by residence, evidently having been 
placed there by the robber until ho 
could return for it at his leisure 

On the night of March 4. St. James- 
church was broken Into and brass can- 
dle Btleka and candles stolen. The 
burglar in this Instance evidently ex- 
pected to secure tho collection box or 
something valuable hut contented him- 
self with walking off with the candle 
sticks. 

Recently the police secured a clue 
which led them to suspect Ross. The 
case was followed up until sufficient 
evidence was secured to warrant the 
Issue of a search warrant. Tho war- 
rant was executed yesterday after- 
noon and of the property stolen from 
the three above named places enough 
was discovered to lead tho police to 
believe that they have secured the au- 
thor of the burglaries. 

Ross, who is a marine .engineer by 
profession, has been doing nothing of 
late. Ho had been hanging about 
saloons and drinking considerably. 
None of the stolen watches wero re- 
covered but the police have been led 
to believe that he has disposed of the 
time pieces to friends for small 
amounts.

Tho handsome now ■ schoolhouso, 
which has been erected In the Oak 
Bay district and a full description of 
which has been published by the Col- 
onist, was formally opened yesterday, 
the ceremony being performed by Mrs. 
A. E. Johnson, one of the members of 
the board of school trustees of that 
municipality. 

At 2 o'clock In the afternoon the 
event took place. The children had 
been massed on the grounds in front 
of the building by Miss Cartcart, the 
principal, and Miss Mabel Godson, her 
assistant. After Mrs. Johnson had de- 
livered a brelf address the kiddles 
broke into the National Anthem and 
during the rendition T. S. Gore, chair- 
man of the Oak Bay school board, 
hoisted the Union Jack amid the cheers 
of tho assembled throng. Then the 
pupils, the parents and friends and 
the group of distinguished educational 
officials, who had accepted invitations 
to bo present, entered the school and 
took their places in tho commodious 
council chamber on tho second floor 
thereof. 

On the plutform were: A. Hender-* 
son, reeve of the municipality, a num 
ber of the councillors, the members of 
tho Oak Bay school board ns follows: 
T. S. Gore, chairman; C. R. Stewart, 
secretary; Mrs. A. E. Johnson, K G. 
Henshall and F. Wollaston, and. the 
invited guests, including Dr. Robinson 
superintendent of education, and 
George Jay, chairman of tho Victoria 
board of school trustees. 

The reeve delivered a short Intro 
ductory address In the course of which 
he outlined tho purpose of the gather 
Ing, emphasized Its importance a 
marking a step forward In the history 
of the district, and complimented the 
trustees on the excellence of the 
structure that had been provided for 
the education of tho children of Oak 
Bay. He then introduced Dr. Robin- 
son, who bestowed the usual compli- 
ment on those responsible for the 
building that had been procured and 
then dwelt at some length on educa- 
tional matters In Victoria and adja- 
cent districts along general lines. Ho 
specially referred to the excellent ln- 
lititution that this section of Vancou- 
ver island possessed in the Victoria 
High school. Mr. Jay followed, taking 
up the relation of tile city and tho 
municipality In regard to educational 
matters, He expressed the opinion 
that it would be unwise to abandon 
tho reciprocal . arrangement entered 
into between tho two corporations, with 
reference to the education of the chil- 
dren Uuring tlie present term. But 
lie thought that after the coming sum- 
mer holidays the district should ar- 
range for the .establishment of a graded 
school, so that they might handle all 
the children within tho confines of tho 
municipality. 

Councillor Hcrrick McGregor was in 
a humorous vein. He first apologized 
for the absence of Councillor Oliver. 
However,, he had a' message from him 
to tho effect- that the children's atten- 
tion bo drawn to the fact that they 
had an easy time these days compared 
to what he had had to go through 
when attending school in Scotland. 
Then the birch and "taw" had been 
much in evidence. Councillor McGre- 
gor wont on to remark that it had been 
intended to remove the rock from the 
grounds. It being the opinion of some 
thai the pupils might break their necks. 
Ultimately, however, they had been 
prevailed on to allow It to remain, be- 
lieving that the boys might appreciate 
its presence as .a means for the Xa- 



The minister of works lias hopes 
that the Mill Bay road will be com- 
pleted this year. It will be remember- 
ed that last year Dennis Harris, P. L. 
S., was employed to locate the road 
and survey portions of It. This he did 
and tlie contract for the construction 
of the two miles on this end of the 
road and six miles on tho 'other end 
were let to John Haggarty & Co. Mr. 
Haggarty is now at work on the Vic- 
toria end, but, it Is understood, has 
not yot started -on the other end. 

Hon. Mr. Taylor stated yesterday 
that ho Intended pushing the work 
ahead as fast as possible In tho hopes 
of getting it completed this year. Ho 
now has surveyors out on tho nine 
miles in the middle which lias not yet 
been surveyed and hopes that by the 
end of next month he will be In a po 
sition t^ call for tenders for the bal- 
ance. Tlie legislature voted $.15,000 at 
its recent sosslon for this work, and 
there is still an unexpended balance of 
the appropriation of the year before. 

The road, which Is seventeen miles 
In length, Is In the nature of a cut off, 
and will obviate' the necessity of go- 
ing "over the steep Sooke road. For 
some distance It borders along the 
Saanich arm, and on this stretch 
there is much beautiful scenery. The 
road will thus be most attractive to 
tourists as well as useful to the

NO NEW S0VERIGNS 



None of Gold Pieces, 'Minted By Can- 
ada Have Yet Reached Hero 



While a comparatively small num- 
ber of Canadian sovereigns were 
coined a few months ago in Ottawa, 
It appears that none, or at least very 
few, have been so far received In this 
city. It Is said, upon one hand, that 
only a couple of hundred of them were 
coined, and that all these were Incon- 
tinently gobbled up by members of 
parliament, being either kept as me- 
mentoes or as watch-chain souvenirs, 
and If for sale at all, being held at a 
pretty high price, $25 or more. 

The assistant receiver general has, 
however, received a few silver coins 
of the Canadian mintage, and in due 
course distributed them among the 
local banking Institutions. But these- 
cannot in any way be distinguished 
from those which have come from tho 
London mint, except in this rHther 
minute particular, that they bear the 
years either 1!>08 or 1009 Imprinted 
upon their face. 

As the coin value of two half-dollars 
or one full dollar in Canadian sliver 
affords a net profit to the country of 
about 48 '/j per cent,, a determined 
effort may be made to replace the 
abundance of American coin herewith 
Hie native article. Indeed, much more 
Intrinsic value could be given by tho 
Illegitimate coiner than is furnished 
by the government, and still a very 
respectable profit could be realized. 

Some years ago, when silver bullion 
was at it slowest ebb, American sil- 
ver coins were fraudulently minted 
upon a very large scale in China, and 
brought over to the United States, 
where without difficulty tl ey were in- 
troduced Into circulation. And these 
coiners, morover, gave much better 
metallic value in their production than 
was supplied by the federal govern- 
ment of the United States. 

WANDER S FRO M HOME 

Two-Year-Old Youngster Causes Ex- 
citement in Rook Bay Soction 



The strife between tho two factions 
of the local Hindu colony appears to be 
taking another and typically Oriental 
turn — that of anonymous letter writ- 
ing. Tho courts have been much occu- 
pied at frequent intervals during tho 
past year with suits and .prosecutions 
brought by members of one faction 
against the. other, many of which had 
no decisive result owing to the difll- 
culty felt by the Judge or the magis- 
trate in deciding between two elabor- 
ate, circumstantial, but absolutely con- 
flicting stories. 

Such proceedings, however, received 
a decided setback the other day owing 
to tho successful action for malicious 
prosecution brought against Boota 
Singh in which Mr. Justice Irving 
awarded $200 damages and costs. The 
dusky litigants realized for tho first 
time that a trumped up charge might 
react with most expensive results upon 
tho individual rash enough to set the 
courts in motion without proper justi- 
fication. Thus this way of getting evou 
with their enemies is temporarily out 
of favor among the turbunncd popu- 
lation. 

It would, however, be contrary to 
all precedent for the war to cease on 
account of such a trifle as this, so tho 
method of: denouncing the objectionable 
individual by means of an anonymous 
letter is being adopted. At least one 
large employer of labor has already 
received one such letter, and It is ex- 
pected that others will follow. 

The most serious feature of the 
new development is, as it is stated by 
those in a position to know, that these 
letters are not dictated by mere spite, 
but that attempts will bo made by 
some of the Hindus who have been 
malting an easy living in the past by 
blackmailing their more industrious 
compatriots, to extort money by 
threatening to send such letters. It 
is not likely, however, that the method 
will be permanently successful. Those 
who employ Sikh labor know what to 
expect and such missives will be 
promptly consigned to the wastepaper 
basket. 

Those who know India say that the 
anonymous letter. Is a common method 
of attack in that country among the 
lower class of natives, and that it is 
u weapon which creates a good deal 
of dread. Canadian employers, how- 
ever, aro not likely to pay much at- 
teontlon to accusations to which the 
accuser is afraid to sign his name.

FINED TWENTY DOLLARS 



Punishment for Biting a Man's 
Nose— Soldier Assaulting : 
Police Officer 



Because little Anna Martin, the two- 
yenr-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin, Bridge street, toddled away 
from the parental roof without being 
observed and fulled to put In an ap- 
pearance for nearly two hours the 
neighborhood was in a state of excite- 
ment between G and 8 o'clock last 
evening. When It was discovered that 
the child was missing and failed to 
respond to- tho frequent calls, the par- 
ents became alarmed, communicated 
their fears to tho neighbors and In- 
voked tho aid of the police In the 
search for the missing youngster. A 
party of men, nearly twenty in num- 
ber, assisted by police olilcers scoured 
tho neighborhood and finally the un- 
conscious cause of all the turmoil was 
discovered sedately wending her way 
along a roadway some distance from 
her home. The proximity of the har- 
bor led the searchers at first to be- 
lieve that tho child had fallen into the 
water. The relief of tile parents was 
manifest when the child was brought 



B. Boayman, the Russian coal trim- 
mer on tlie Princess Victoria, was yes- 
terday fined $20 with tho alternative 
of a month in jail for having bitten a 
piece out of tho noso of a fireman 
named George Grant. The latter has 
been in the hospital for the past two 
weeks having ills nasal organ treated 
by Dr. McMicking, who stated yester- 
day that there had been danger of 
blood poisoning. The man would have 
a permunent disfigurement. 

The fact of the biting was not de- 
nied, but it was alleged that it was 
done in self-defence. The evidence 
showed that tho two men had had 
trouble about two weeks before, and 
that at the time of the fight, Grant 
was standing on a bench fixing tlie 
blankets In his bunk. Beayman ac- 
cused him of spitting on his bed- 
clothes. Grant denied tills, whereat 
the accused Is said to have risen from 
his bunk with an obscene expression. 
The result was that Grant seized the 
Russian by the. throat, and threw him 
back on the bunk. 

The accused himself said that Grant 
held him by tho throat with one hand 
and punched him With the other, 
though the other witnesses said noth- 
ing about the punching. But In any 
event there was a scrap during which 
Beayman plckeci up a monkey wrench. 
This was taken from him by Grant's 
brother, whereupon the Russian bit his 
opponent's noso and fled. The brother 
was not present In court yesterday, 
having left the ship at Vancouver, and 
his absence wus much complained of 
by tlie defense. Evidence was also 
given as to the excellent character 
born by tho accused. 

In passing sentence, the magistrate 
said that ho had no doubt that Grant 
had assaulted Beayman, but there was 
nothing In the evidence adduced which 
would justify the accused in biting as 
he had done. In vlow of the provoca- 
tion, however, he would only Impose a 
fine. H. W. R. Moore appeared for the 
prosecution and George Morphy for 
the defence. 

Albert E. Cobb, the soldier charged 
witli assaulting Sergeant Redgrave 
was also fined $10 in tlie police court 
yesterday. Fred Peters, K. C, appear- 
ed for the: defence, and said that ho 
would not dispute that tho accused 
may have acted in an unbecoming way 
but that the man had been drinking 
and on top of that had been maltreat- 
ed by a stranger. The result was that 
he was !n a state of extreme excite- 
ment when the olTicor appeared on tho 
scene. 

Evidence of this was given, and the 
man's commanding officer also testi- 
fied that Cobb had put in nearly nine 
years in various branches of the ser- 
vice, and bore the best of characters. 
A prison sentence, which, would in ad- 
dition, have meant the loss of corps 
pay for an indefinite period was not 
pressed for, and Cobb was fined $10 as 
stated. The fine was paid immediate- 
ly.

HERE AND THERE 

"Daffodils,

With the beautiful palm room as a 
background, the daffodil show should 
be a revelation of beauty. It is to be 
hoped that all gardeners will come to 
the aid of the King's Daughters and 
make the display as 1 full as possible. 
Not only the narcissi and other bulbs 
but the primroses and their lovely 
cousins should be In their fullest 
hlo.om by the middle of next month. 
This is an opportunity for Victoria 
women to show that tho early spring 
has here a more delicate beauty than 
elsewhere in Canada If not In North 
America.. '* >" ; ■ 

At most of the scho.ols throughout 
the city the flag is flying from the 
mast oil these spring mornings. There 
tire few who catch sight of the flut- 
torlng piece of bright bunting who do 
not feel a momentary uplift. Not 
many, perhaps,' stop to question the 
reason of the sensation. Yet it is un- 
deniable that the feeling is there and 
that on every holiday the joyousness 
is increased when from every -point of 
vantage the Union Jack is floating in 
the breeze. It will do us no harm to 
consider just what the flag means to 
Canadians. From every quarter of 
the globe men and women are arriv- 
ing in the ports of Canada of foreign 
speech and different traditions. What 
does the British flag say to them. 

First of all it stands for freedom 
and justice. Great Britain, first of all 
countries, taught that 110 one should 
he interfered with who did not use his 
liberty for the injury of another. Lib- 
erty to think, to speak and to do what 
each Individual feels to be right Is 
now the birthright of every British 
citizen. 

On the other hand, no one, how- 
ever great and powerful, can oppress 
or Injure his neighbor without the 
certainty of punishment. Freedom and 
security, surely these are blessings 
worthy of our thankfulness and of 
those the Union Jack Is tho sign. 

The flag tells us, too, of the might 
of empire. Perhaps that is a lesson 
which in these days we need to take 
to heart. Do we realize that one-third 
of the people In tho world own allegi- 
ance to Great Britain and that half 
tho earth is in Its possession. More 
than half the ships In tho world float 
[the Union Jack and there is not a 
sea, a river or a port into which they 
have not borne It. It tells us of the 
might of Great Britain, and what is 
of more importance, It is a sign that 
wherever it has gone, mankind has 
been the better for Its presence. With 
It has come civilization and Christian- 
ity. The Toronto News in an article 
on the "Significance of -the Flag" says: 

"France and Germany have . accom- 
plished much for literature and art 
and pure thought, and the United 
States begins to o.saume Its share of 
th o 'world's burden. 

"But it is always to be remembered 
that British genius for exploration and 
colonization, that British enterprise In 
covering the seas with 1 ships, that 
British adaptability to all climates and 
all conditions have opened the way 
for and rendered possible the exten- 
sive distribution of the gifts of other 
nations to mankind. 

"Tho religious message of the He- 
brew, the philosophy and art of Greece, 
tho Romans' science of law. modern 
Europe's contributions to tho world's 
knowledge — all these a world-wide 
British empire has carried to every 
continent." 

The flag of England has been de- 
fended by some of the bravest and 
noblest men who have ever borne 
arms and its glory has been upheld 
by the wisest and most honorable 
statesmen. To many of us it is even 
more dear because It tells of our kin- 
ship with poeLs and philosophers as 
great as the world has ever known 
and of our descent from upright God- 
fearing men and pure loving women. 

Surely these are reasons why we 
are proud of our flag and why we 
may teach our children to love and 
honor this sign of so much that we 
should look back upon with reverence. 
Not the less should we teach that he 
who would be worthy to bear It 
should shun all that is base whether 
In thought or word or deed. If the 



boys and girls who are growing up 
in our schools learned that the flag 
stands not only for tho might of Brit- 
ain but for all that is best in modern 
civilization much would be done not 
only to form In Canada a true na- 
tional spirit hut to rear citizens In 
whose hands the honor and Integrity 
of the empire would be safe. 

* * » 

There Is going 01., both in Eastern 
Canada and the United States, a dis- 
cussion as to the advisability of em- 
ploying married women as teachers. 
In some Canadian cities there is a rule 
that none but single women shall be 
given appointments upon the staff. 
Until recently the same practice was 
common in the United States. In tho 
English schools, on the contrary, It is 
said that every effort is made to se- 
cure tho services of married women 
us teachers. In our own province the 
rulo lias ahyays beei> to leave this 
source of employment open to all men 
and women who can pass the depart- 
mental examinations and who bear a 
good character. That this is much the 
wiser us well as the kinder plan a lit- 
tle reflection will show any one. 

There is no doubt that up to a cer- 
tain limit ago and experience are as 
valuable in the ease of teaching as in 
other employments. The patience am) 
sympathy of the mature woman tem- 
per the enthusiasm of the young girl. 
When motherhood has taught Its les- 
sons In child knowledge the efficiency 
of a teacher should be greatly in- 
creased. While It must always he re- 
membered that there are man anil 
women who have a natural aptitudes 
for teaching and that there are others 
who tiro utterly unfitted by temper 
and disposition for tills work, it Is 
still true that training is indispen- 
sable. That when a woman who is a 
good scholar has the experience which 
has been gained in the school of mar- 
ried life, she should be a most valu- 
able teacher seems reasonable. This 
tho English schoolboards have proved 
to bo the case and their testimony is 
of value. 

* » <• 

Much was said a few weeks ago 
both about the necessity of a juvenile 
court and of strengthening the hands 
of the Children's Aid society by the 
erection of a children's shelter. Re- 
presentations were made to tho city 
council and the matter seems to have 
been allowed to rest there. In tho 
meantime, so far as can ho seen, there 
is no change In the conditions which 
brought about the agitation. Children 
are allowed to roam about the street 
at night and to congregate on tho 
street corners In the daytime. When 
next some little fellow Is found steal- 
ing, the magistrate will have no op- 
tion but to send him away from homo 
to the institution at Vancouver. The 
only good that seems to have come 
from all tho agitation Is that we havo 
been assured that the boys who havo 
been sent to the industrial school aro 
learning to lead a useful, honest life. 

* * * 

There is just a little danger that 
children shall, from all the pity that 
has been expressed, get an Impression 
that there is no groat harm in break- 
ing the law. Parents cannot bo too 
careful to teach their boys and girls, 
too, that evil ways lead to ruin 
•whether the" offence - Is discovered or 
not, It has beqo'meM.oo much tho 
fashion to say that there arc no bad 
children when what is meant is that 
there aro very few children who 
under proper treatment are not cap- 
able of reformation! It is too sadly 
true that children sometimes form had 
habits at a very early age and that 
tho evil grows with their growth and 
strengthens with their strength. For 
tho opportunities and temptations that 
lead to this the community Is often to 
blame. Every girl or boy who Is al- 
lowed to become a criminal means 
dozens, perhaps hundreds, of children 
corrupted. The citizens of Victoria 
ought not to again sink Into indif- 
ference concerning the welfare of ne- 
glected children;

An Order-in-Council Necessary 
. ; Before Amendment Comes . 
Into Force 



Willie the majority of sportsmen, as 
far as can be gathered without mak- 
ing a personal canvass of every indi- 
vidual. in the habit of spending his 



spare moments In the enjoyment of the 
chase, endorse the amendment to the 
game act prohibiting the use of the 
automatic gun there are some who 
object to It. One of the strong ar- 
guments of the latter is that there are 
so many owned and in use In British 
Columbia that this policy .will render 
valueless property which, taken in the 
aggregate, runs Into a small fortune. 
But these hunters do 'not understand 
the provincial government's action. 
While the aforementioned amendment 
has passed the legislature It Is not yet 
law. Not until the passage of a special 
order-in-council providing for its en- 
forcement on and after a specified 
date will the regulation come Into 
force. Due notice will be given through 
the Gazette and it Is understood that 
It is proposed to allow ample time for 
these concerned to dispose of their 
automatic shot-guns. 

Sportsman's Opinion 
Writing from Ladysmith, a former, 
resident of Victoria. Percy K. Winch, 
hat this to say with reference to the 
question: 

It seems to be that the Colonist's 
statement of some days ago that there 
were many sportsmen wlm would not 
be seen carrying an automatic gun is 
just a little overdrawn. That is a 
matter of taste, just as the Indian 
prefers to pack a muzzle loading gun ) 



and who Incidentally shoots as much 
gi'.me as any of us. 

I would point out that those who 
oppose the automatic shotgun are of 
a class who can afford to buy the most 
expensive automatic ejectors, which 
are Just as deadly and effective for 
fast shooting as any automatic made. 
There Is a great difference In the price 
oi these guns. The automatic costs 
and the ejectors from $S0 to $150, 
and one must take into consideration 
that there must be about :i,500 of these 
automatic guns in the province, valued 
at about .$100,000. Are all these guns 
to be thrown away If the clause against 
them is to stand in the bill now before 
the House? 

There Is no doubt that from a deal- 
ers standpoint the automatic should 
be prohibited, as the percentage of 
profit on their sale Is very small when 
compared with that of a good double 
gun. I take exception to the "gen- 
tlemen sportsmen" who call the owners 
of automatic guns "game hogs." For 
instance, if you turn back and look at 
the newspapers during the llrst week's 
hunting season you will see that the 
"game hogs" used tin.' double barrelled 
gun more frequently than the auto- 
matic. As for pot hunting tint single 
barrel would be Just as good so far 
as killing is concerned. To single out 
the users of automatic, guns as poach- 
ers is, to say the least, very unfair 
and certainly just as absurd as to re- 
fer to such guns as "holy horrors." 

A gentleman sportsman In this coun- 
try is one who is not afraid to go 
after his game or of a little competi- 
tion in that particular line (even If 
the other fellow does work for his liv- 
ing) and who is satisfied with a fair

bag regardless of the kind of a gun 
be may use, and not those fellows who 
by permission and with the assistance 
of two or three farm hands shoots a 
few birds around the farmer's back 
door.

Capt, Troup Says Construc- 
tion Has Been Authorized 
By Executive 



LARGER THAN CHARMER 



Tenders Will Be Called Shortly 
and Vessel Will Be Ready 
Next Season 



Capt. .1. W. Troup, superintendent 
of tho British Columbia coast steam- 
ship servico of the C.P.R., reached 
Vancouver yesterday, returning from 
Ottawa and Montreal, and lie will ar- 
rive here tonight by the steamer Prin- 
cess Charlotte. Interviewed on ar- 
rival at Vancouver, Capt. Troup said: 
•'During- my recent stay in Montreal, 
tho executive of the Canadian Pacific 
railway authorized the construction of 
a new steamship to replace the steam- 
er City of Nanalmo or the Joan. Ten- 
ders will be called for the new Prin- 
cess sh.ortly. The proposed vessel, 
which will be larger than the Charmer 
and which will probably ho built of 
steel, ought to be ready to go into 
commission ■ early next season. .She 
may be built on this coast .or on the 
Clyde,, all . depends, upon the tenders." 
. Speaking of the visit of Capt. Troup 
to Montreal, the Montreal Witness says 
the installation of wireless telegraphic 
apparatus on the steamers of the 
local fleet was one of the matters 
discussed. The "Witness said: "Cap- 
tain Troup, marine superintendent 
fpr the C. P. R. on tho Pacific 
c.oast, is In Montreal to discuss with 
the executive at C.P.R. headquarters 
various schemes for tho improvement 
of the Pacific coasting service. One 
of these schemes is to install the 
wireless telegraphy system on the Pa- 
cific coast vessels. The idea is to have 
instruments fitted on the Princesses 
Royal, May, Beatrice, Victoria and 
Charlotte, and also on the Amur. They 
are to have power sufficient to en- 
sure communication with the two 
nearest of the Dominion stations, 
Whoso location is shortly to be dis- 
cussed and arranged by the depart- 
ment of marine and fisheries at Ot- 
tawa. It is expected that these sta- 
tions will be set at about 100 miles 
apart up to the Canadian frontier, and 
that a similar arrangement will be 
made by the United States govern- 
ment to continue the lino as far as 
Skagway. Similar installations are 
proposed for the liners running to the 
far east." >. 

The intention .of the government, it 
ip stated, is to have stations of suf- 
ficient power to communicate with 
Cape Lazo at Prince Rupert and Queen 
Charlotte islands. Capt. Troup Is now 
on his way home, and probably will 
announce on his return the decision 
reached regarding the service. . 

It is 'understood that •with the open- 
ing of navigation the government will 
also direct Its attention to the setting 
up of wireless stations between Que- 
bec and Montreal, so that in foggy 
weather, ail vessels, fitted with the 
necessary apparatus, could, when tem- 
porarily out of range of communica- 
tion, report themselves to the great 
satisfaction of the public, and tho 
minimizing of the danger of collision 
in the channel. The delay, loss and 
sense of insecurity which were experi- 
enced last fall gave emphasis to the 
representation:! of the Shipping Feder- 
ation in the matter, and it is under- 
stood that the minister, who. at the 
time, declined to pledge himself in 
this respect, is disposed to accede, to 
the request of the shipping interests 
in this connection during, the coining 
navigation season.

FOR SAUNA CRUZ 

Took Large Shipment of Alber- 
ta Wheat Consigned to 
Manzanillo 



The steamer Lonsdale, of tho Cana- 
dian-Mexican line, sailed from the 
outer wharf yesterday for Salina Cruz 
and way ports of Mexico with the lar- 
gest shipment of Alberta grain yet ta- 
ken by tin; Mexican liners, after some, 
delay owing to changes In her crew. 
The steward and second steward were 
left ashore at Vancouver and yester- 
day morning the chief engineer and 
purser were loft ashore. 

It is a long time «iuce any >of the 
steamers of the Canadian-Mexican 
line left with so much cargo as tin;

Governor and President to Run 
Direct to Seattle Under 
New Schedule 



Under the new schedule to be In- 
augurated at the close of this month 
by tho Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany, Victoria will not be a port of 
call for the larger steamers Governor 
and President, Which will alternato 
with tho City of Puebla, which reach- 
ed port yesterday from tho Golden 
Gate, and the Queen in a twice-a-week 
service between San Diego, San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle. Only the City of 
Puebla and Queen will call here, and 
at Port Townsend, once a week. It is 
expected arrangements will, be made to 
send local: passengers to Seattle, with- 
out increased fare, by the Sound 
steamers. 

The new arrangement provides for 
tho use of the Governor and President 
in an express service, maintaining a 
Schedule of 55 hours between Seattle 
City of Puebla and Queen will alter- 
am! San Francisco direct, while the 
nate In a slower service, making tho 
calls at Port Townsend and Victoria, 
which the express steamers will omit. 
By the new schedule, issued yesterday, 
the President and Governor depart 
from Seattle on Friday morning at 9 
o'clock, running to San Francisco dir- 
ect, without calling at Port Townsend 
or Victoria. They are due at San 
Francisco at 4 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, with a passage of fifty-five 
hours. Leaving San Francisco for tho 
south at 4 p.m. Monday the express 
steamers will arrive at Sati Diego on 
Wednesday afternoon at 5 o'clock, 
touching at Los Angeles ports. 

Northbound the Governor and Presi- 
dent depart from San Diego at 10 
o'clock Wednesday night, arriving at 
San Francisco, via ports, at 2 p.m. 
Friday. They leave the Bay City for 
Paget sound at 3 p.m. Saturday arriv- 
ing at Seattle at 10 o'clock Monday 
night, coming up in fifty-live hours 
without stopping. 

For the City of Puebla and Queen it 
is arranged to leave Seattle at 9 o'clock 
Tuesday night arriving at San Fran- 
cisco Friday afternoon, calling at Port 
Townsend and Victoria. They remain 
At San Francisco until 3 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon, when they leave again 
for the Sound, arriving at Seattle, via 
Victoria and Port Townsend, Friday 
morning. 

To get tho new arrangement work- 
ing, steamer Governor will Inaugurate 
tho schedule by leaving Seattlo at 9 
a.m. March - 20, one day earlier than 
under the existing time table. Her 
next sailing from Seattle for San 
Francisco direct and the south, will bo 
9 a.m., April 9. In place; of the Queen, 
.steamer Umatilla sails from San Fran- 
cisco March 25, sailing from Seattlo 
on the return at 10 a.m., April 2, for 
San Francisco only. The' State of 
California, which came up on an extra 
trip, leuves on tho return to San 
Francisco at 10 a.m. March 30. Steam- 
er Queen will follow the Umntlla, 
sailing from here at 9 a.m., April 13. 

The express steamers, under this 
arrangement, will spend less time at 
either end of the route.

AKI MARU LEAVES 

FOR THE FAR EAST 



Japanese Liner Took a Large Cargo — 
Iyo Maru is Due — Hazel Dollar 
Bringing Sulphur 



Tho Japanese steamer Akl Maru 
sailed from the Outer wharf yesterday 
for Hongkong by way of tho usual 



Advices from Port Trrwnsend state 
that tho first practical demonstrations 
of tlie great advantage furnished by 
the wireless service recently adopted 
by the Puget Sound Tug Boat com- 
pany on all its fleet operating to the 
ocean off Cape Flattery, was given 
yesterday. By transmitting a mes- 
sage to tlie tug Tj'i'c, well down the 
strait, the British ship Marion Inglis, 
Capt. Albert Pyne, bound for Chlni- 
boto, Peru, was saved several wcojts'- 
time and a largo amount of money. 
With a cargo of railroad ties from 
Everett, the ship left Port Townsend 
in tow of the Tyee at an early hour 
Monday morning. Under the existing 
arrangements the vessel departed with 
Instructions to call at Callao for cus- 
toms entry. Callao Is a considerable 
distance south of the port of dis- 
charge. l|Ut because of Peruvian regu- 
lations and the absence of a • proper 
official at Ohlmboto, It was neccessary 
to put in at Callao. Sailing conditions 
along the Peruvian coast are none too 
favorable. Consequently the vessel 
would lose several weeks- by stopping 
at Callao and then heating up the 
coast to her destination. At an aver- 
age cost of $100 a day the additional 
expense seemed likely to total a con- 
siderable sum. A cable received from 
Liverpool came from the owners stal- 
ing that a special dispensation grant- 
ed by the Peruvian government gave 
permission for the vessel to proceed 
direct to Chimboto, The message came 
several hours after the ship had de- 
parted. The wireless was brought into 
requisition, tlie Tyee was soon picked 
up and Capt. i3on Lovejoy notified 
Capt Payne of the Change by which 
his vessel will save both time and 
money.

Van- 
couver advises state that tlie first 
work of the new dredge after she is 
taken over will he at False Creek. It 
is understood that the work is not to 
bo undertaken as part of a general 
reclamation scheme. Afterwards the 
dredge will proceed to New Westmins- 
ter for the purpose of dredging a deep- 
water channel down the Fraser be- 
tween that city and the Gulf. 



WHALERS IN ARCTIC 

SUF FER IN ICEPACKS 

Olga Expected to Be Wrecked When 
Icq Breaks — Rosin H. is 
Frozen In 



Advices of the whaling fleet In the 
Arctic are given in despatches from 
Dawson, under Monday's date. The 
advices' state" that the whaling fleet 
found Herscholl Island Inaccessible 
this Winter because of ice. : Capt. 
Mogg's gasoline whaler Olga, which 
stranded between Floxman and Point 
Harrow, natives report at Herscholl, 
will no doubt bo lost when the ice 
breaks up in the spring. 

Advices corroborate the loss of the 
whaler William Bayliss, last July in 
Bering sea. Tlie schooner Roslo H. Is 
frozen in at Flaxman. 

V. Stcfansson, formerly of the Anglo- 
American expedition, now of tho 
American Museum of Natural History, 
expected to get supplies at Herscholl 
from the whalers. Their non-arrival 
caused him to go westward to meet 
the whalers near Point Barrow, which 
he did. lie started eastward again, 
frozen in for the winter forty miles 
west of Flaxman.

Potato prices on the local market nro 
still soaring, a further Increase having 
been made this week when the vuluo 
of the tuber was put up to $1.75 a sack 
for the local product and the A3hcroft 
variety advanced to $2 per sack. The 
supply Is scarce, arrivals on this mar- 
ket being remarkably small. Dealers 
are now convinced that the supply this 
year will be but a fraction of the 
usual quantity and as more pits are 
opened the effects of the cold snap are 
seen. Wholesale prices range from $-7 
to $-10 per ton, a figure very much 
higher than last year though still con- 
siderably lower than two years ago, 
when the previous cold winter sent 
values sky-rockettlng to the $00 per 
ton mark. 

In other lines of products prices have 
remained unchanged. Local fresh eggs 
were In somewhat larger supply dur- 
ing the pust week though the demand 
readily absorbs nil offerings. Prices re- 
main at last week's figure, 35c per 
dozen. Butter Is firm with offerings 
just meeting the demand. Last week 
supplies from the Victoria and Cowl- 
chan creameries were somewhat less, 
but supplies are better this week. 
Prices are unchanged at last week's 
level. 

In vegetables the market shows no 
new arrivals. With the arrival of 
yesterday's boat a further supply of 
seasonable Cai/ornia vegetables reach- 
ed port. A shipment of asparagus was 
received and the price of this veget- 
able is expected to decline. A small 
quantity of California cauliflower ar- 
rived on each boat but Is rapidly taken 
and for the balance of the week the 
market is practically bare of offerings. 
California celery Is In good supply at 
two heads for Hue and there are a few 
Globe artichokes selling tit two for 
25c. Local hot house rhubarb Is of- 
fering more freely and Is of better 
quality at 15c per bunch. 

In fruits the week has been a quiet 
one. Bananas are scarce retailing at 
35c per dozen and small sized oranges 
which have been in good demand are 
also very scarce, but two or three car- 
lots tire expected to arrive next week. 
Present prices range from 12 '/j to 50c 
per dozen. A few bitter oranges suit- 
able for marmalade are on sale at 70c 
per box of two dozen. 

The demand for Lenten specialties, 
such as salt fish, etc., is good, and 
the market is well stocked.
